One of the largest single en- 
ollments in the history of Santa 
Ana Junior college is expected 
this July 3 when Santa Ana stu- 
edents enroll for the coming jaysee 
summer session. 

In keeping with last year’s plan 
of having classes in the evening 
to permit enrollees to work during 
the daylight hours, the session will 
have classes meeting from 6 to 10 
every evening. 

Classes will be approximately 
two hours in length, enabling a 
student to attend two different 
courses the same evening. 

Those attending ‘the twilight 
summer session will be allowed to 
carry a maximum program of six 
units for credit, and in many 
courses credit will be specified by 
the instructor. Secretarial courses 
in typing, office machines, and 
shorthand will be offered, and a 
variety of other courses in various 
fields is the proposed plan.

HOPES FOR NEW JAYSEE 
SOAR TOWARD NEW HIGH 


Jaysee Women 


Urged To Work 


Women and girls, 18 to 60, are 
urged to register for work at a 
harvest camp on the Di Giorgio 
farms at Arvin, California, twenty 
miles southeast of Bakersfield. 
The camp will open about June 1, 
1944, and will continue in opera- 
tion throughout the harvest sea- 
son. The Women’s Land Army, a 
division of the Farm Labor Project 
of the Agricultural Extension 
Service, is co-operating with the 
AWVS of Southern California in 
the sponsorship of the camp. 


The work to be done is the thin- 
ning and picking of plums and 
grapes. The current pay is 70 
cents an hour for a nine-hour day. 
Except in an emergency, the work 
week is five and one-half days. 
Board and room are $1.25 a day 
for each day spent at camp. The 
residents will live in dormitories, 
in rooms accommodating two, 
four, or six. Each room has chests 
of drawers with mirrors and cots. 
It is necessary for each harvester 
to take her own bedding. 

Transportation by bus from Los 


Angeles is arranged. Workers will’ 


leave once a week for camp. 


Students Gain Aid 
Through Loan Fund 


The second report to be issued 
by the Scholarship committee on 
the proceedings of the Student 
Loan Fund committee has now 
been made available to the public, 
it was annnounced by Mrs. Tess- 
mann, chairman of the committee. 

The Student Loan Fund was es- 
tablished to aid students who have 
done outstanding work in Santa 
Ana Junior College and desire to 
continue their education in a high- 
er institution of learning. No in- 
terest is charged until two years 
after the student completes his 
training, and all money contrib- 
uted to the fund by organizations 
cr individuals goes into loans. 
There is no overhead or expense 
or operation. A total of two hun- 
dred sixty-four loans have been 
made during the twenty-two years 
the fund has been available to 
students. 


Possibility of securing a new 
junior college campus appeared 
brighter today as members of the 
Board of Education began a 
search for an appropriate site of 
about 40 acres following approval 
of the plan voted at a recent meet- 
ing of a downtown advisory group. 

Second Held 

The meeting was the second of 
a series to be conducted by the 
Board under the direction of 
President George R. Wells in an 
effort to solve the college housing 
program. Jaysee has been located 
in its present temporary quarters 
since 1933 when a_ disastrous 
quake destroyed the college build- 
ing on the site of the present high 
school campus. 

Action Wanted 

The committee, made up of 
local business and civic leaders, 
was anxious to see immediate ac- 
tion taken on the proposal. Vir- 
tually all of the group opposed 
changing the junior college educa- 
tional program either by con- 
verting Willard into a jaysee or 
by changing the entire local school 
system into a 6-4-4 plan, that. is, 
six years of grade school, four 
years of junior high, and four 
years of high school-junior coll- 
ege. 

About the above, Director John 
H. McCoy asserted that a junior 
college as a separate entity would 
serve to attract people to the com- 
munity, as well as giving local 
students a more attractive reason 
for staying at home for their first 
two years of college work. 

It was brought out during a 
discussion that a larger junior col- 
lege enrollment would be particu-

There is one thing which | 
would like to mention’ before 
signing the final “Thirty” to this 
column, and that is the lack of 
mosquitoes that we are pleasantly 
experiencing. You may think that 
mosquitoes are an add thing to 
discuss, but whether vou know it 
or not, the lowly mosquito is of 
prime. importance to us ‘today. 
Hundreds of men are being dis-

charged from the services who 
were incapacitated by malaria. 
These men will carry malarial 


germs in their blood stream the 
rest of their lives. If one of our 
common, and normally harmless, 
mosquitoes are an odd thing to 
these men, it immediately becomes 
a potential malaria carrier. Under 
normal conditions this mosquito 
would continue its short life span 
biting people and animals with no 
effect other than being annoying. 


In some cases, and so far only one 
has been found, it germinates and 
becomes a deadly malarial mos- 
quito whose bite might spell death. 

Our county supervisors, in this 


case, have been very farsighted 


and practical, and have requested 
that the Orange County Health 
department conduct a survey of 
the county to determine what, if 
This sur- 
the ‘‘Mosquito 


Abatement Program” under the 
capable hands of Mr. Frisby, Di- 
vision of Sanitation. 

Mr. Frisby was given about 
$6,000 by the supervisors and the 
use of the Agricultural depart- 
ment’s equipment for this pro- 
gram. Its primary purpose is to 
determine the extent our mosqui- 
toes have become infected and to 
destroy as many as possible. If 
the condition is found to be seri- 
ous, more money will be appropri- 
ated and an all-outh campaign will 
get underway. 

The Health department at pres- 
ent is planting a fish that eats 
mosquito larvae, and oiling ponds 
and stagnant water. To be effec- 
tive, oil must be spread every ten 
days and already more than two 
thousand gallons have been used. 

We, as students and residents 
of Orange county, should be 
thankful that wise and careful! 
plans are already laid to erradi- 
cate this bad situation and make 
this an even more healthful coun- 
ty in which to live. 

Skipping from mosquitoes back 
to readers I once more want to 
express my deepest appreciation 
to the students, faculty, and busi- 
nessmen for their assistance. My 
parting words are  prophetic— 
“Santa Ana for Dewey.”
